With n heavy roar of thunder and 


blinding Hash of lightning, H heavily 
ladon rnin-oloud utruok on one of (ho 
peaks above tho, San Unbriel canyon 
and burst shortly after 1'2:;10 o'olmik 
yesterday afternoon, filling the gorgo 
i'n H few seconds with 75,000 inches 
of water, choked with mud, bowlders 
and giunt trees. 
Tho oloiidlinrafc oc- 


curred, ns near us etui be Hscortained, 
about 20 iniles above Follows' ciiunp, 
and rushing down rivor took every 
footbridge aud moveable object with 
it in its puth. 
When it reached the 


camp the stream was 
fifty-five 
foot 


wide, a foaming, 
leaping mass of 


driftwood and black mud. 
The ap- 


proach of the flood could 
ho hoard 


for five miles. 
Owing to the ohokod 


condition of the rivor, thy 
water 


moved 
slowly, 
fighting

come down the mountain side in the 
path ol' tho torrent.

soon as tho cloudburst was 


sighted at the camp, telephone calls 
were sent to Azusa stables, warning 
all parties back, and Ben lieaton of 
the Covina Irrigating Company was 
notified in time to lower the

gate, 
The flood reached tha intake 


at 2 o'clock. 
, So thick with mud 


was the torrent that it traveled only 
six milas.iu one hour aud one-half.

flood nbout halfway to the camp, uo- 
hitched the horses from the wflgdn 
and proceeded the remainder of the 
distance on horse-hark.

occurred in Cattle canyon or at a 
nearer point, but thought, that it had 
its inception near tho Native Son 
mine. 
All traffic in the canyon was

The camps wore f u l l of 


people at tho tiino and great excite- 
ment prevailed until it was Been that 
tho water was gradually HubHiding. 
At Follow*' camp tho water 
was at 


tiie highest; seen during its descent, 
the stream fairly choking the canyon.

summer level and running thick with 
silt and debris. 
The river gradually 


lowered, making it possible to get n 
horse through, but a vast amount of 
clearing debris w i l l have to lie done.

CO-OPERATION FORMED. 


Some time ago (lie ranchers in Wal- 


nut Center decided that water could 
be raised to the jjurface in a cheaper 
mariner if Hie work was done at. sonic 
central Dumping plant, and a co-opera- 
tion was formed, into which a large 
number of the land owners in the sec- 
tion were taken. This was the incep- 
tion of the La Puente Water Company. 
The company sunk six 15-inch wells 
to the depth of about. 175 feet, and 15 
inches in diameter, and connected 
these wells with tunnels, in order that 
the flow could be handled collectively, 
the tunnels being made at 
I he water 


line. 
A huge pumping plant, was in- 


stalled, 
with 
compound 
centrifugal 


pumps driven by two 125-horsepower 
engines of the Western Gas Engine 
Company of Los Angeles. The pumps, 
since their installation, have been pro- 
ducing 064 miner's inches per minute. 
This plant was tested by City Engineer 
William Mulholland of Los Angeles. 
and pronounced to be one of the most, 
perfect plants in Southern California. 
This water is being distributed over 
eight hundred acres of land, and. with 
the exception of two 100-acre tracts, it 
is' fed to tracts not over forty acres in 
size. The shares were sold at the rate 
of $50 each, one share for each acre 
owned, and the water is sold to the 
stockholders by the hour. Not all this 
stock is yet absorbed. 
This plant uses 


steel and 
vitrified 
piping, and was 


built at a cost of $50,000. 


During this season one rancher, Mr. 


S. C. Brewster, states that he has cut 
$325 worth of. alfalfa from twenty-six 
arces in one cutting, at a cost of $20. 
Mr. Brewster has a walnut orchard in 
the best of condition, and his dwelling 
house and buildings show clearly the 
presence of prosperity in the country. 
Elmer E, Cook sold $725 worth of al- 
falfa from one cutting, taking it from 
forty acres, and Harry Tvenholm sev- 
enty-four tons of alfalfa from 
forty 


acres, one cutting, for $10 per ton. 
Thomas Lambert is another rancher, 
working sixty acres, who sold, in one 
year, a crop of potatoes averaging 100 
sacks to the acre, and which netted 
$11,000, at the rate of two cents per 
pound. This crop is considered an ex 
ceptional one. 
One of the remarkable 


cases of prosperity in this territory is 
that of the Hurst brothers, who have a 
•ranch of fifty acres. 
The land, was 


. purchased-nesTiiytiiree years ago, for 
$18,000, and since that time the Hurst, 
brothers have refused to sell at $30,000. 
These gentlemen have improved the 
land, planting walnuts and growing in 
termediate crops, and a fine residence, 
with other buildings, has been built, 
and 
a 
pipe 
line 
installed. 
These 


brothers came from Whittier to make 
"Walnut Center their home. 
Some of 


the ranchers put in a stand of barley 
or oat. hay, and follow it the same year 
with a crop of corn. A large numbei 
of t'ae ranchers bought the land on the 
installment plan, paying one-quarter of 
the price down. 
Almost without ex- 


ception, the balance has been paid in 


The price of walnuts is fixed by the 


California Walnut 
Association each 


year, and is based on the scarcity 01 
plentifulness of the crop in foreign 
countries.

STRIKES ABUNDANT WATER 


IN SUBTERRANEAN STREAM 


W. L, Griffiths Installs New Pumping Plant, 


Which Raises Water for Two Hundred 


Acres. Gas Engine Noiseless, 


Sinking his shaft to tin1 depth of 


820 feet. through three- distinct slratas 
of water-bearing gravel, W. ]j. Grif- 
fiths, wliose ranch of eighty acres is 
directly southwest, of Covina, struck 
a s^vift-flowing stream of water that 
pumps t.o the surface at ihe rate of 
450 gallons per minute. The strike of 
this splendid flow of water settles the 
questlon of irrigation for the 
entire 


district, in the northeast portion of the 
E. .1. (Lucky) Baldwin ranelio. 
Mr. 


Griffiths is naturally complacent, over 
his success, and for the past week, 
since the installation of his pumping 
plant, has been busy showing visiting 
ranch owners the mechanism of his ir- 
rigating apparatus and the volume of 
water pouring steadily from the pump. 
The plant was pronounced in working 
order last Saturday by C. 
E. Lloyd, 


master mechanic and superintendent 
of the Western Gas Engine Company 
of Los Angeles, together with a repre- 
sentative of the Pomona .Manufactur- 
ing Company, whose p'.imp is doing 
the work of lifting the wafer. 


Mr. Griffiths is an owner of stock 


in the Covina Irrigating Company, and 
has been irrigating a portion of his
